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UNICOM  EQUIPMENT  AVAILABLE 
The  Federal  Commumcotions  CommlssiOQ  has  desiq- 
noled  the  frequency  of  122.6  as  a rodio  frequency  which  may 
be  used  by  civUion  pUols  for  communication  from  oir  to 
ground  at  any  oirport.  The  Civil  Aeronautics  Administra- 
tion has  now  restricted  the  transmission  of  messages  over 
CAA  communications  which  do  not  pertain  to  air  traffic.  If 
the  airport  at  your  destination  has  a UNICOM  on  122.8  and 
il  you  hove  this  crystal  in  your  VOR  rodio  you  eon  talk  to 
the  loco]  flight  operotor  on  a UNICOM  station  with  standby 
service  and  request  transportofion.  hotel  reservotion  or  any 
other  service  thot  the  oirport  may  care  to  offer.  This  service 
would  be  of  value  to  transient  pilots  on  any  airport  and  par- 
ticularly on  those  airports  that  do  not  now  have  INSAC 
radio  stertion. 

Equipment  is  available  from  the  office  of  the  Monlona 
Aeronoutics  Commission,  with  the  cost  prorated  on  o match- 
ing basis.  Several  types  of  equipment  hove  been  tested 
out  by  the  director  and  members  of  the  commission  and  a 
UNICOM  station  for  flight  operators  ond  civil  defense  eon 
be  established  at  your  airport  if  your  oirport  bocad.  the  local 
flight  operator  or  pilots  will  pay  for  one-half  the  cost  of  the 
equipment.  This  equipment  operates  sotisfoctorily  with  a 
25  mile  radius  ond  line-of-sighi  on  122.6  and  121.5  emer- 
gency frequency. 

Your  cost  of  the  rodio  xinit  to  be  based  ot  your  field  will 
be  approximattely  S160.00  which  is  half  of  the  purchase  price 
of  the  unit.  Take  this  matter  up  immediately  with  the  op- 
erating persormel  at  your  airport,  write  o letter  to  the  Mon- 
tona  Aeronautics  Commission  odvising  us  of  your  interest  in 
hcrving  o UNICOM  siotion  installed  at  your  field  and  we 
will  arrange  to  demonstrate  the  equipment  to  you  cmd  ac- 
cept the  money  from  your  loccd  group  for  one-half  the  pur- 
chase price  of  the  equipment. 

Act  now  on  this  as  anongements  must  be  made  for 
finoncing  arrangements  with  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Ad- 
ministration. This  is  on  opportunity  to  get  excellent  radio 
service  at  o very  nominol  cost. 


RECREATIONAL  LANDING  STRIPS 

One  of  our  biggest  assets  in  Montana  to  attract  transient 
pilots  Is  our  recreational  facilities.  A very  material  activity 
which  flight  groups  in  the  stale  can  support  is  the  develop- 
ment of  recreotional  landing  strips.  Talk  this  up  at  your 
next  pilot  group  meeting  and  get  your  organization  to  spon- 
sor the  development  ol  one  recreational  landing  strip  for  this 
year.  See  the  county  commissioners  or  city  council  about 
this  and  really  get  more  recreational  fields  in  Montana. 

It  will  be  appreciated  by  this  office  if  you  will  send  m 
the  names  of  any  landing  strips  that  are  open  for  recreational 
use  in  your  area.  We  will  print  in  this  Newsletter  a listing  of 
all  recreational  landing  strips  In  Montana  if  the  pilots  will 
send  this  intormalion  in  to  use,  Give  the  name  of  the  strip, 
the  location  In  laliltude  and  longitude  or  by  township  and 
section.  The  description  ol  the  strip  including  altitude  and 
length  together  with  other  information  of  value  to  pilots  who 
may  want  to  land  there. 

INTERESTING  ITEMS 

More  than  17,944.500  aircraft  landings  ond  takeoffs  we<e 
handled  by  CAA  lowers  ot  180  airports  last  year. 

Throe  hundred  gallons  of  let  fuel  are  required  to  taxi  a 
current  iel  bomber  from  warm-up  romps  to  the  end  of  a run- 
way lor  take-off— generally  a distance  of  about  one  and  a 
half  miles.  This  is  200  gallons  per  mile. 

During  the  current  fiscal  year,  the  U.  S.  Government  will 
pay  out  subsidies  to  overseas  and  territorial  carriers  in  an 
amount  which  Is  less  than  one-third  the  amount  Amencan 
youngsters  spend  each  year  on  comic  books  and  a great 
deal  less  than  the  government  spent  In  1950  on  the  price 
support  for  peanuts. 

The  ten  and  a half  thousand  civil  aircraft  In  California 
alone  nearly  equals  the  combined  total  of  all  civil  aircraft 
of  twenty-one  other  notions  who  are  members  ol  the  Inter- 
national Civil  Aviation  Organization. 

You  con  fly  coost-to-coast  in  the  United  Stales  cmd  never 
be  more  than  eight  minutes  away  from  an  airport. 

CAA  has  Issued  Aviation  Safety  Release  No.  400  cau- 
liorilng  pilots  of  light  twin-engine  aircraft  on  the  importance 
of  "praclioal  knowledge"  of  emergency  procedures.  It  spells 
out  baste  dalta  pilots  should  know  about  engine-cut  perform- 
ance and  procedures  to  be  followed  In  event  of  sudden  en- 
gine failure. 

Novel  use  ol  the  helicopter  reported  by  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautUcB  Administration  is  to  knock  Ice  from  power  lines  by 
(lying  in  a series  ol  curves  above  the  lines  vrith  a light  bambo 
pole  suspended  from  the  aircrcdl.The  dragging  of  the  pole 
over  the  wires,  combmed  wiA  the  down  draft  from  the  heli- 
copter rotors,  serves  to  free  the  lines  of  ice  before  the  weight 
of  the  Ice  breaks  tlie  cobles.

LET  S SELL  OUR  AIRPORT 
(By  Carl  Veseth) 

The  phenomenal  boom  in  busint-  (lying  has  far  sur- 
passed total  air  travel  on  the  nation's  airlines,  and  (he  air- 
port operator  who  recognizes  that  business  and  private  (Hers 
like  to  be  greeted  with  couriesy  and  who  has  soma  evidence 
.f  business  know-how  is  practicing  the  first  step  In  sound 
public  relolions. 

Communities  in  Montana  are  beginning  to  see  the  im- 
portance of  the  airplane  in  transportation  as  a time  saving, 
efficient  and  economic  means  of  travelling  from  here  to  there, 
and  the  more  progressive  communities  in  Montana  are  tak- 
ing full  advantage  of  attracting  business  by  developing  air- 
port facilities  for  serving  the  aircraft  being  operated  by  busi- 
ness concerns  and  private  airplane  owner?. 

Il  has  been  noted  that  air  traffic  and  airport  activity  has 
developed  ONLY  on  airports  where  servicing  faclUfiee,  de- 
veloped by  flight  operators,  ore  avalloble  cmd  where  a local 
illght  operator  can  and  will  give  dependable  and  efficient 
service  to  transient  and  local  aircraft. 

The  operator  must  hove  enthusiasm,  oblbty.  and  the  de- 
sire to  build  his  business  by  the  creation  of  new  fliers  and 
multiple  services  to  the  flying  farmer,  the  rancher  who  uses 
his  airplane  for  extermination  of  predator  animals  and  lo- 
cating lost  livestock,  and  the  ordinary  businessman  who  likes 
to  go  out  to  the  airport  and  pul-put  around  in  his  lltlle  ship 
jusi  lor  the  relaxation  and  enioyment  he  receives  from  being 
up  "In  the  wild  blue  yonder."  Our  citizens  and  our  young- 
sters ore  air-minded.  ‘They  want  to  fly.  ond  learn  to  fly  safe- 
ly. They  should  not  be  forced  to  drive  to  neighboring  towns 
to  do  this. 

Flying  Is  the  most  flexible  means  of  transportation  the 
world  has  ever  seen.  In  a plane  you  can  cut  elapsed  time 
between  points  by  half,  or  more.  Mountains,  swamps, 
streams.  lakes,  big  cities  add  no  obstruction.  You  save  mdes 
by  the  direct  route! 

Our  town  may  become  part  of  a great  air-way  system. 
But  nght  now  our  local  aii^ri  meets  the  requirements  of 
Malta.  It  has  hangar  space,  tiedowns  installed  for  trans- 
ient over-night  ships  that  do  not  desire  storage,  gasoline  and 
oil  service  facllltlee,  lights  for  formers  ond  travelers  who  may 
arrive  later  than  sun-down,  shop  space  for  airplane  service. 
•a  nice  restroom  that  was  donated  by  the  locol  VFW  club,  a 
rotating  beacon  which  can  be  plac^  back  in  operation  as 
soon  as  the  repair  ports,  which  have  been  here  lor  sometime 
are  installed.  lighted  windscck  and  running  water.  It  has  a 
commission  working  night  and  day  for  its  beltermenl.The 
»Easi-Wesl  runway  can  be  expanded  (or  larger  airplanes 
should  (he  lime  ever  arrive.  There  is  plenty  ol  land  for  the 
installalion  ol  a golf  course,  and  it  should  be  remembered 
that  the  airport  is  a municipal  attraction.  It  is  for  the  use  of 
all  taxpayers.  It  can  be  made  a place  of  recreation  and 
pleasure  and  profit  for  the  City  ol  Malta,  but  we  hove  to  sell 
it.  we  must  shout  to  the  roof  tops  that  we  have  an  airport 
to  be  proud  of.  and  must  make  it  one  to  be  proud  of.  by  the 
service  ond  good  will  that  is  built  up  among  the  city  ol  Mal- 
ta and  flying  formers,  flying  businessmen,  folks  who  travel 
by  oir.  ond  the  young  folks  and  the  oldsters  (i!  a man  can 
drive  a car  he  can  fly  an  alrplone  safely)  who  desire  to 
learn  this  wonderful,  exhilarating  means  of  travel.  We  must 
have  an  eliicient  airport  AND  SELL  ITI  The  one  who  Is 
chosen  to  run  it  must  have  our  wholehearted  backing,  sup- 
port and  encouragement,  but  LET'S  SELL  OUR  AIRI^RT.

EXCEPTIONS  TO  PART  620  ADIZ 
C-2-V1  of  the  Administrator's  Regulation  Port  620  pro- 
vides an  exception  for  aircraft  entering  the  Northern  ADIZ 
from  Conoda  without  two-way  radio.  Under  the  original 
regulation  every  aircraft  had  to  hove  two-way  operating  ra- 
dio when  crossing  the  intemotional  boundary  into  the  United 
States.  Exceptions  were  made  to  the  original  regulation  11 
aircraft  foUowed  certain  courses  in  Conado  and  entered  the 
United  States  at  predetermined  locations.  Under  the  new 
regulation  these  particular  exceptions  ore  no  longer  required. 
Under  the  revised  regulation,  dated  Dec.  1.  1955,  oircrafi 
without  two-way  radio  may  penetrate  the  Northern  ADIZ 
from  Conoda  providing  the  pilot  adheres  to  a filed  VFR 
flight  plan  which  includes  the  route,  altitude,  point  ol  pene- 
tration and  estimated  time  to  point  ol  penetration.

OPERATION  "SEYLAM"  DL«' ‘ ONTINUED

lailc  Plash"  procedure  was  being  discontinued. 

The  SIcylark  procedure  Included  provisions  lor  the  lillng 
ol  night  plans  by  civilian  aircraft  by  collect  telephone  colls 
to  either  ol  the  two  tiller  centers  In  Montana  which  are  lo- 
cated at  Billings  and  Helena. 

Skylark  was  cancelled  in  view  ol  the  new  regulations  oi 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administrallon  whereby  pilots  con  file 
lllght  plans  within  or  entering  an  ADIZ  by  collect  telephone 
call  to  any  one  of  the  CAA  airways  communications  in  Mon- 
tana. These  CAA  regulations  are  part  of  the  restrictions  of 
the  operation  of  civilian  afrcroit  wllhln  an  ADIZ  above  an 
altitude  ol  I5CX)  feet  above  the  terrain. 

General  Guthrie.  Commanding  General  of  the  29lh  Air 
Division  (Del)  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
that  the  Air  Defense  Command  had  received  from  the  Ctvll 
ion  pilots  In  Montana  in  the  Skylark  Plash  operation.  We 
ore  fortunate  in  having  an  Air  Defense  Command  General 
who  Is  a former  civilian  pilot. 


SCHOOLS  IN  THE  SKY 

School  children  In  Birmingham.  England  now  study 
geography  from  the  oir.  according  to  a recent  aeronautics 
bulletin  published  by  St.  Louis  University.  At  a cost  of  $1.40 
children  from  Birmingham  now  go  on  a SO-mlnule  flight  to 
London  In  a British  European  Airways  plane,  and  study  the 
terrain  as  they  go.  A map  ol  the  area  over  which  they  fly 
is  distributed  to  the  students,  and  the  teacher's  lesson  is  sup- 
plemented with  a talk  from  the  captain  of  the  aircraft  as  the 
flight  progresses.

Cessna  Alrcrall  Company  has  announced  that  the  pro- 
totype of  Its  Model  620  four-engine  executive  tronsporl  is  now 
in  final  assembly,  following  completion  of  extensive  tests  on 
components  and  systems.  Dwone  L.  Wallace,  president, 
sold  he  expected  it  to  fly  "sometime  in  the  near  future."  Un- 
official estimates  for  the  first  flight  have  ranged  from  April  to 
mid-eummer.  . . .

CAA  RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Pilots  ol  small  oircratl  should  be  alert  to  observe  and  ‘ 
avoid  the  flight  paths  oi  let  aircraft.  The  time  available  for 
evasive  action  after  a let  Is  first  spotted  is  amazingly  short 

2.  Pilots  of  small  aircraft  should  avoid  following  large 
transport-type  aircraft,  especially  on  landing  approaches  in 
calm  air.  ViolenI  rolling  tendencies  which  may  become  un- ' 
controllable,  and  sudden  losses  oi  altitudes  and.^for  airspeed 
are  possible  in  trailing  vortices  behind  large  aircraft,  espe- 
cially when  they  are  at  low  airspieed. 

3.  Pilots  should  avoid  crossing  behind  other  oircroit.  es- 
pecially those  llown  at  low  speed.  If  trailing  vortices  ore 
encountered,  abrupt  evasive  maneuvering  or  violent  pull-ups 
at  high  speeds  can  odd  materially  to  the  structural  load  Im- 
posed by  the  guests  experienced. 

4.  There  Is  little  significant  difference  between  the 
wakes  ol  large  propeller  driven  airplanes  and  those  ol  large 
jel  airplanes.  The  area  oft  of  and  fust  below  the  flight  p^s 
of  bo^  should  be  avoided. 

5.  There  is  little  the  pilot  of  a small  aircraft  can  do  to 
avoid  the  sonic  boom  caused  by  an  airplane  Hying  at  above 
mctch  1.  except  to  remain  well  clear  ol  areas  where  such 
flights  might  be  in  progress. 


NEW  RYING  WEATHER  FORECAST 
The  Department  of  Commerce  plans  to  establish  21  addi- 
llonolal  continuous  broodcosls  in  16S6.  The  information 
given  on  the  broadcast  covers  on  area  extending  out  about 
250  miles  from  the  station.  The  broadcast  con  usually  be 
heard  (or  a distance  of  150  miles  from  the  station.  The  ulti- 
mate plan  calls  for  a network  of  88  of  these  continuous  weath- 
er broadcast  stations  on  low  and  medium  frequency  radio 
ranges  to  give  service  coverage  lor  the  entire  United  Stotes.

TWIN  CITIES  TO  BUILD  $15  MILLION  PLANT  FOR  NWA 

Northwest  Airlines  and  the  Mlnneopolls-St.  Paul  Metro- 
pollton  Airports  Commission  have  signed  a contract  under 
which  the  commission  will  erect  a $15,000,000  plant  at  Mln- 
neapolls-St.  Paul  International  fWold-(^omborlaln)  airport 
for  lease  to  NWA  on  a sell-liquidating  bosis.  Lease  will  run 
for  30  years,  and  the  600.000  sq.  It.  structure  will  house 
NWA's  overhaul  base,  line  maintenance  shop  and  general 
olfices. 

New  plant  will  be  located  on  a 76-acre  tract  about  a 
mile  southeast  of  the  present  airport  terminal  building.  Con- 
struction owalls  overall  planning  for  the  area,  drawing  of 
plans  lor  the  structure  iiself,  and  other  preliminaries.  Actual 
work  is  not  expected  to  start  before  next  fall,  with  completion 
tentatively  scheduled  lor  late  1957  or  early  1958.  Involved 
in  the  overall  work  at  the  airport  will  be  erection  ol  a new 
administration  building,  rerouting  of  key  highways,  and  con- 
struction of  ramps  and  runways.

BRAKES  AND  STOPPING  AIRCRAFT 

"The  technique  oi  handling  the  airplane  determines  the 
extent  to  which  the  capacity  of  the  wheel  brakes  can  be  util- 
ized. Raising  the  elevators  immediately  after  the  nose  wheel 
touches  the  ground  may  reduce  the  stopping  distances  by  as 
much  as  10  per  cent  on  wet  concrete  runways  and  on  Icy  sur- 
faces. Instant  flap  retraction  on  ground  contact  may  give 
on  additional  reduction  in  slopping  dlslancvJ  ol  abwt  25 
per  cent  on  a dry  concrete  runway  and  of  30  per  cent  on  a 
wet  concrete  runway.  Flap  retraction  on  icy  surfaces  yield 
Illlle  or  no  reduction  in  stopping  dlstoncos  beyond  that  ob- 
tained with  the  raised  elevotors."'  . . . Flight  Safety  News.

FBERGLAS  FABRIC  REPAIR  AUTHORIZED 

One  of  the  most  promising  develops  in  the  field  of 
maintenance  and  repair  or  aircrafi  has  come  to  cur  ottenlion. 
Mr  Bill  Morgonthaler  of  Aircraft  Distributors,  Inc.,  Kansas 
City,  has  recently  compleled  covering  the  second  Aeronca 
Champion  with  fiberglos  material.  This  was  done  os  a re- 
pair rather  than  recovering  and  its  approved  by  the  CAA  on 
an  experimental  basis.  It  appears  that  there  are  numerous 
advantages  to  the  use  ol  fiberglos.  Most  notable  Is  in  saving 
the  cost  of  recovering.  Bill  estimates  that  he  was  able  to  put 
these  aircraft  back  into  service  for  one-third  the  cost  of  com- 
pletely recovering  the  airplanes  which  had  fabric  testing 
below  the  minimum.  Where  the  old  fabric  had  tested  25  to 
30  pounds,  the  addition  of  fiberglos  raised  the  strength  to  125 
to  130  pounds. 

Any  certificated  mechanic  is  authorized  to  make  this 
repoir  upon  proper  application  to  the  nearest  Civil  Aeronau- 
tics Administration  Safely  Office  as  long  as  he  follows  tthe 
exact  procedure  which  was  used  by  Morgcmlhaler.  Bill  has 
agreed  to  furnish  complete  instructions  on  the  method  or  re- 
pair. free  of  cost,  and  this  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to 
him  at  the  3Ist  Sltreet  Airport,  Kansos  City.
